Care of Horses' Feet. 


It is generally conceded bj horse- 


men lhat lameness originates chiefly in 
the faulty treatment 
of the horse's 


foot. This fact suggests several recom- 
mendations for the mitigation of the 
evil: First, bare feet 
It may be sta- 


ted as a general piopo-ition that any 
home with fair!) good led need nu\er 
be shrid nt all. In the barefooted horse 
the heels spread out, the frogs descend, 
ridges form upon the sules, giving to 
the bottom of the feet a good purchase 
upon either a rough or smooth surface. 
He soon learns to rely upon him.selt 
and ao adjusts his equilibrium to mo- 
tion that he neither .strains himself, nor 
slips nor stumbles. 
Horsemen have 


often given this plan a short, faint- 
hearted trial, but on the first mani- 
festations of foot soreness at the end 
of a few weeks, and before the feet 
have become inured lo the 
diiMige,

Dr. Axton was twice 


married, and was the father of three 
children, two sons and a daughter. His 
first wife died a number of years ago, and 
his second wife survives him. He was 
highly esteemed by all who knew him, 
although his illness has prevented him 
from securing a wide acquaintance here. 
In politics he was formerly a Democrat, 
but in recent years had affiliated with 
the Prohibitionists." The deceased, was 
one of the democratic candidates for 
Representative in this district when Rog- 
ers, Ludington, und Durfee, were elected. 
Some months before the Doctor re- 
moved from Maroa to Bloomington he 
met with a painful accident at the Ped- 
decord, Burrows & Co. bank corner, his 
cane catching in u crack ot the wooden 
approach nnd throwing him violently 
against the stone curbing. Previous to 
that occurrence he was assaulted by Dr. 
Phillips, at Muroa, and was badly hurt.

CHICAGO, Feb. I.—Twenty years or more 


ago Chicago tapped Lake Michigan with a 
tunnel, five feet in diameter and reaching 
two miles from shore. Later ou a second 
tunnel, seven feet in diameter, wnsdvig.along- 
:ido the first cue. Uf course, there had to be 
something oat in kite lake to, protect the ends 
of tlio tunnel from ice and for tbe,shafts to 
find lodgment in. 
So the engineers con- 


structed a big structure on shore, n great 
fivo-sidcd concern as high as a four storied 
bguse, built of tho heaviest timbers, and 
itrengtbened with !iOI> tons of iron bolts. When 
completed, they towed the ungainly thing out 
into the lake and, locating it at. tbe ends of 
the tunnels, threw thousands of tons of rocks 
into the compartments provided for that pur- 
pose, this weight causing it to settle to the 
bottom. 
There it has stood ever since, 


through wind and storm. This is the water 
works crib, which every visitor has rxrinted 
out to him as ho rides along the shore. Of 
course there is n keeper of this crib, a man 
who lives out there all., the year round with 
his family. It is.not a pleasant place to live 
in winter. Tho old crib hns n habit of quak- 
ing in n storm which must be trying to the 
nerves of its denizens, nnd the grinding of ice 
against its sides often makes a roar exceeding 
in hideousncss ttmt of a Chicago political con- 
vention. At such times-the crib nppeors to 
one stationed upon it to be an immense plow- 
moving through the ice. 'The stability of the 
structure has been often questioned, and 
after n scvero storm, dwellers ori the lake 
shore hnvo risen iu the morning expecting to 
find its dobris beating upon tho beach.
